Palestinian sources in Nablus said 
eight persons were taken to Ittihad

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-By WOLF BLITZER in Washington 
and MENACHEM SHALEYV in Jerusalem 
WASHINGTON - The U.S. independent counsel in- 
vestigating Attorney-General Edwin Meese has un- 


earthed a memo which allegedly cites a 1985 plan to- 


bribe then-Prime Minister Shimon Peres in exchange for 
an Israeli pledge not to interfere with the construction of 
the $1 billion Iraqi oil pipeline to Akaba. 

The Los Angeles Times has reported that the memo to 
Meese was prepared by E. Robert Wailach, the Attor- 
ney-General’s former lawyer and long-time friend. Wal- 
lach, who has alre- Ὗ been indicted in the unrelated 
Wedtech scandal, was reported to have had a financial 
stake in the pipeline deal through Bruce Rappaport, a 
friend and wealthy Swiss businessman who reportedly is 
close to leading Israeli political figures. 

Rappaport was part of a group that included Bechtet, 
a San Fransisco-based construction firm, that was in- 
volved in the deal. 

The Washington Post yesterday reported that U.S. 
Officials had twice met with Peres in 1985 to promote the 
project. Both Rappaport and Wallach were also said to 
have met with Peres about it.

The U.S. Foreign Corruptions Practices Act prohibits 
U.S. citizens from bribing foreign officials and specifi- 
cally stipulates that the attorney-general may take legal 
action to stop a violation “whenever it appears” that the 
law is about to be broken. 

It was unclear whether Wallach or anyone else ever 
attempted to bribe Peres or any other Israeli official. On 
Friday, The Los Angeles Times said that Peres was the 
official targeted for the bribe. ν 

The New York Times y reported that the 
payments would go “to the Israeli Labour Party.” 

Israeli officials in Jerasalem flatly denied 
the Times allegations. A spokesman for the Foreign 
Ministry said yesterday that the issue of the Iraqi oil 
pipeline was brought up in official U.S.-Israeli contacts. 
‘The spokesman said that the matter was brought to the 
attention of all the appropriate cabinet ministers.

Syria acts to free German 
kidnapped in Lebanon 


BEIRUT (Reuter) - Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad has sent a senior 
intelligence officer to Beirut to take 
charge of efforts to free kidnapped 
West German engineer Ralph 
Schray, a pro-Syrian source said yes- 
terday. 

Brigadier Ghazi Kanaan, head of

rived in the Moslem sector of the 
Lebanese capital on Friday night 
and immediately held talks with se- 
curity officials on the kidnapping. 
The leftist As-Safir newspaper

It said the Syrian command had 
assigned “mediators” to persuade 
Schray's kidnappers to release him. 
“These mediators carry a very strict 
message demanding the release of 
Schray in the soonest possible time.

Six gunmen grabbed Schray. 2 30- 
year-old engineer with a West Ger- 
man father and a Lebanese mother, 
on Wednesday a few blocks from a 
Syrian checkpoint. 

Relatives of Schray say they were 
told he had been seized by Abdel 
Hadi Hamadi to pressure the West 
German government to free Hama-

Report implicates Waldheim 


directly in war crimes

VIENNA -A newly uncovered doc- 
ument allegedly linking Austrian 
President Kurt Waldheim to a de- 
portation order Jeading to the 
deaths of thousands of civilians from 
Croatia during the Second World 
War may have an impact on the 
historians’ panel set up by the Aus- 
trian government to prove Wald- 
heim’s past. ἢ : 

“If this document is authentic, 
then it brings Mr. Waldheim the 
closest ever to war crimes,” said 
German military historian Manfred 
Messerschmidt, a member of the 
panel. 

Messerschmidt was reacting to 
the publication of a document by the 
West German magazine Der Spie- 
gel, which allegedly proves that 
Waldheim requested the deporta- 
tion of 4,224 civilians, mostly wom- 
en, children and “15 per cent old 
men™ to a concentration camp in 
Jasenovac and a labour camp in 
Norway, where most of them died.

Nicaragua peace talks 
suspended until after 
Congress vote on aid 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica -- Nicara- 
guan rebel and government negotia- 
tors ended a first round of face-to- 
face peace talks on Friday and 
agreed to meet again in two weeks -- 
after the U.S. Congress votes on 
new aid for the rebels. 


The head of the Sandinista gov- 
ernment delegation, deputy foreign 
minister Victor Hugo Tinoco, said 
after the meeting that he hoped the 
congressional vote next Wednesday 
wou not undermine the peace ef- 

rt. 


As the two sides met, the Central 


American peace plan received 
strong backing from Pope John Paul 
I. He gave Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega an unusually cool re- 
ception at the Vatican, lecturing him 
on the need for democracy in his 
country. 

As the rebels and the Sandinistas 
met in a Catholic seminary outside 
the Costa Rican capital, President 
Reagan was forging ahead with an 
intense campaign to persuade Con- 
gress to give $36.25 million in new 
aid to the rebels, all but $3.6m. of it 
in non-lethal assistance. 

The Sandinistas had said before- 
hand that they were willing to talk 
only about the mechanics of estab- 
lishing a ceasefire. The Contras had 
said théy wanted to discuss what 
they called the political and social 
causes of the war. 

Both positions are rooted in a 
Central American peace accord 
signed last August 7 by the presi- 
dents of Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
Honduras, Guatemala and Costa 
Rica.

It said it had dismissed Janaki Ra- 
machandran’s 24-day-old adminis- 
tration, and imposed direct rule 
from New Delhi over the state’s 50 
million Tamils. 

The Press Trust of India (PTT) 
said the announcement followed a 
cabinet meeting to discuss a report 
by Tamil Nadu governor S. L. Khur- 
ana recommending the dismissal. 

Ramachandran, always known as 
MGR, was a crucial supporter of 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's ef- 
forts to end a Tamil separatist war in 
Sri Lanka. He died on December 24 
at the age of 70 after 10 years as 
chief minister.

Hundreds of shacks set ablaze 


Five dead, 1,500 homeless 


CAPE TOWN (Reuter) -- Shacks 
were blazing in Cape Town’s KTC 
squatter camp yesterday after fac- 
tion fighting killed five people, left 


1,500 homeless and turned parts of. 


the settlement into smouldering 
rubble. - 

For the second night, black gangs 
set fire to hundreds of shanties, cut- 
ting a swathe of destruction through 
the squalid settlement, close to 
Cape ‘Town airport and only ἃ few 
kilometres from opulent white sub- 

bs. 


urbds. 

‘When the fighting died down after 
dawn, parts of KTC camp looked 
like a World War I battleground. 
Smoke and flames flickered from 
ruins of twisted corrugated iron and 
wood. — 

Police said at least 350 shacks had 
been razed to the ground. Scores of 
squatters, who had fled the camp 
during the night, sat among posses- 
sions on waste land or in streets 
bordering KTC. Others said they 
lost everything in the blaze. 

“They (warring gangs) are going 
to burn down the whole piace. It will 
be finished by Monday,” one KTC 
refugee told reporters. 

The Cape Times newspaper said 
that five people, including a child, 
had been killed since fighting erupt- 
ed between conservative and radical 
blacks on Thursday after a squatter 
leader was killed. 

According to eyewitnesses and 
white mediators, supporters of the 
camp’s ruling Masincedane faction 
were exacting revenge on young 
radicals they blame for the killing. 

Coloured (mixed race) church 
leader Allan Boesak accused white 
authorities of exploiting the situa- 
tion, complaining he had been 
turned back by police when he tried 
to enter the camp to mediate on 
Friday. 

“The last thing the police seem to

want in the area is peace,” he told 
Reuters. ὃ 

“Tt is necessary for the govern- 
ment to have this kind of incident 
around the county because ... It 
takes the attention of the world 
away from what the South African 
government is doing,” Boesak said. 

Many residents complained that 
police did nothing to stop the at- 
tackers. Some reported seeing white 
men swathed in blankets running 
through the camp. 

Police spokesman Lieutenant At- 
tie Laubscher rejected the allega- 
tions, saying, ‘On several occasions 
police have tried to get leaders to- 
gether to solve their problems but 
they refuse and keep on stoning the 
police and each other.” 

Similar allegations were made in 
1986, when 50 people were killed in 
battles between black vigilantes and 
radicals in nearby Crossroads camp. 

White authorities want to clear 
the squatter camps, where there 
have been frequent attacks on po- 
lice, and build better housing for far 
fewer people. 

Police said two more men were 
killed on Friday in South Africa's 
other black-against-black feud in 
townships around the Natal capital 
of Pietermaritzburg. One was shot 
in the head and another stabbed to 
death. 

Six policemen were wounded in 
Johannesburg's huge Soweto town- 
ship on Friday when gunmen twice 
opened fire on police vehicles from 
passing cars, the police said. 

West German right-winger Franz

Soviets charge Lithuanian now 
in UK with 15,000 war-deaths

LONDON - Antanas Gecas, the

The Soviet Union requested Ge- ἡ 


cas’s extradition last year, but Brit- 
ish Home Secretary Douglas Hurd 
has ruled out all talk of extradition 
to the Soviet Union. 


The Gecas file was examined by 

Israeli Justice Ministry officials last 
summer when an Israeli request for 
Gecas’s extradition was ruled out 
unless the Soviets allowed witnesses 
against him to travel to Israel to 
testify. 
Kolesnikova said that there was 
one witness well enough to travel to 
testify, but 30 others were too old 
and infirm to fly. 

She added, however, that official 

investigators wishing to collect tes- 
timony in the Soviet Union would 
have full cooperation. 
The revelation of the 15,000 fig- 
ure has given added impetus to the 
war crimes group campaign for ac- 
tion against Gecas in Britain. A 
spokesman for the group has stated, 
furthermore, that there is prima fa- 
cie evidence against "at least two or 
three other alleged war criminals 
now in Britain.” 

Hurd has promised a statement 
on the war crimes issue in the next 
two weeks.

Speaker of the House

She's too busy with affairs of state 
to have the time to clean anyone's 
house but her own today; but a little 
over 20 ago, when she was 
widowed with five sons aged 7 to 17, 
Joan Child, now Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in the 
Australian Federal Parliament sup- 
plemented her widow's pension by 
cleaning other peopie’s houses. 

She had tried to get more intell- 
lectually and financially rewrading 
jobs, but none of the positions ad- 
vertised offered sufficiently flexible 
hours for her to make motherhood a 
priority. 

Child, who has just ended a 
week's visit as the guest of 
Speaker Shlomo Hillel, told The Je- 
rusalem Post that it was only after 
she had had to rough it on ber own 
that she developed political con- 
sciousness and became an active 


She moved through the ranks © 


from neighbourhood to state posi- 
tions in the party and then on to 
Federal Parliament to which she was 
elected in 1974. But she was defeat: 
ed in 1975 and not reelected until 
1980. 

In 1986, Child was elected Speak- 
er - the first Australian woman to 
hold the post. 

Today, there are eight other 
women in the 148-member House of 
Representatives and 15 in the 76- 
member Senate. 


Child avoided comment on the 
situation on the West Bank. She did 
speak privately to Israeli leaders and 
to Bethlehem mayor Elias Frej 
about the disorders, but she ex- 
pressed more interest in the immi- 
gration of Jews from Ethiopia and 
Russia.

BONN -- Weight-reducing diets, es- 
pecially those based on vegetarian- 
ism, may cause fertility problems in 
women, according to West German 
researchers. 

.A team at the Max Planck Insti- 
tute for Psychiatry in Munich has 
discovered that many weight-reduc- 
ing diets can disrupt the supply of”, 
hormones essential for conception. . 

Professor Karl-Mastin Pirke, who ” 
led the team, said in a recent inter- ~ 
view that tests were carried out on 
62 women between the ages of 18 


and 30 to determine the effect diet- - 


ing had on their menstrual cycles. 

At the end, more than half the 
group bad suffered hormonal distur- 
bances that made conception diffi- 
cult or impossible. The , youngest 
women were most affected. 

Pirke said the message of his find- 
ings was: “If you want to become 
pregnant, don't go on a diet." He 
said women would no longer have to 
temain. infertile only because the 
doctor never asked them about the 
real cause of the disturbance, name- 
ly their dieting. 

The researcher said that the ex- 
tent to which the women were af- 
fected depended on their age, the 
amount of weight lost, and whether 
they were on a vegetarian or mixed 
diet. 

The researchers discovered that

The team then chose another 62 
women in the same age range who 
had never dieted to lose weight, and 
made daily blood tests over two 
menstrual cycles. In the first cycle, 
the women received an average diet 
of 2,000 calories a day, and no hor- 
monal disturbances were detected. 
In the second phase, their nutrition- 
al intake was lowered to 1,000 calo- 
ries a day and they proceeded to 
lose about one kilo a week. 

Pirke reported that during the 
1,000-calorie phase, 37 of the wom- 
en developed hormonal distur- 
bances. There were two types of 
disturbance, occuring with about 
the same frequency. In one, no egg 
was developed in the cycle, and the

A defi- 
ciency in this hormone would seri- 
ously hinder development. 
Pirke said gynecologists had been 


“aware that heavy dieting affected 


fertility, but it was not known before 
that even a small weight loss might 
affect fertility. 

Fertility can be affected even 
when the woman does not fall below 
her idea! weight, he said. She often 
fails to notice any disturbance be- 
cause the menstrual flow occurs nor- 
mally. : . 

The younger the woman, the 
greater the possibility that the 
weight loss will lead to such distur- 
bances, Pirke said. 

“We noted that diet-caused dis- 
turbances appeared much more of- 
ten in those aged up to 24 years-old 


than in the 25 to 30 age group,” he 
said. “The reason could be that the 
stability of the menstrual cycle in- 
creases until the mid~10s.

While women with stable men- 
strual cycles normally produced a 
‘fertile egg every month, some wom- 
en missed their periods or otherwise 
failed to produce a fertile egg in 
every cycle and these were even 
more prone to suffer the distur- 
bancés associated with weight-re- 
ducing diets. 

The team’s findings have’ been 
published in Fertility and Sterility, a 
medical journal in the United 
States. 

Pirke said the next step in re- 
search would probably be with 
women who were always dieting, to 
discover whether they were perma- 
nently infertile.

ALZHEIMER'S disease.. The 
thought of it inspires fear, revulsion, 
helplessness. It is a malady with no ' 
cure, one that causes progressive 
physical and mental decline, often 
among the ageing. and severely af- 
fects the functioning of the brain. 

“My husband has Aizheimer's 
disease,” declared the woman on 
the platform. Obviously nervous, 
she added, “It took me a iong time 
to admit that to anyone.” 

Thus Shula Libovsky, a Tipat Ha- 
lav nurse from Tel Aviv, opened a 
unique conference of Jaymen and 
professional people at Tel Ha- 
shomer's Beit Soritzky that took 
place earlier this month. More than 
300 people, mostly from the greater 
Tel Aviv area, attended in order ‘to 
help in the establishment of the first 
national organization for Alz- 
heimer's victims and their families. 

Libovsky and a number of other 
telatives of AD patients spent more 
than three months organizing the 
evening. They gathered potential 
participants’ addresses and distrib- 
uted invitations; they enlisted the 
help of professional people and the 
media. The turn-out was enthusias- 
tic: “No one thought that the need 
and desire to act to help these peo- 
ple was so strong in this country,” 
commented the organizer. 

Tel Hashomer’s Dr. Marion Ra- 
binovitz, who treats many Alz- 
heimer’s patients, gave the keynote 
address, expressing respect for the 
family members and understanding 
of their tremendous burden, both 
physical and psychological. Rabino- 
vitz said he envisions that the amuia 
(non-profit body) being established 
will lobby for better services, pro-

vide information, enable families to 
get practical counselling and ade- 
quate home help, and most impor- 
tant, let people know that they are 
not alone with their problem. 

“We are not asking any of you for 
money,” the physician told the audi- 
ence. “No dues or donations are 
required." On the other hand, those 
who wished to help financially or 
otherwise were given an address and 
a bank account number. 

During the second half of the 
meeting, the participants -- including 
people οἵ every socio-economic, 
ethnic and religious stripe -- divided 
up into regional groups and estab- 
lished a network of branches.

Libovsky later reported that she 
was innundated with phone calls af- 
ter the meeting. Professional people 
called to offer their heip; families of 
Alzheimer's patients wanted to ex- 
press their relief and gratitude: a 
retired lawyer offered to handle ac- 
counts free of charge; and other 
people with no personal experience 
with the disease said they were will- 
ing to assist.

WHAT'S ON IN HAIFA, dial 04-640840. 
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As banks publish their annual results 
3 units to watch closely

February is at hand and the finan- 
cia] community is whetting its appe- 
tite for the torrent of corporate re- 
sults for 1987 that will begin to 
appear shortly. foremost among 
these will be the results of the com- 
mercial banking system. 

The next few weeks should see 
the picture of bank profitability 
build up via a stream of results. first 
from overseas subsidiaries and then 
from local ones. Three of these units 
+ UMB Trust Co., Leumi Trust Co. 
of New York and Union Bank - are 
especially important to watch out 
for from this first batch. 

In the U.S., 1987 is already an- 
cient history. By the end of January. 
almost every American banking in- 
stitution has published its financial 
statements for fast year - although 
the laggards legally have until Feb- 
tuary 15 to do so. By comparison, 
no Israeli banks are likely to publish 
their resufts until the second half of 
February, while the big ones are 
talking of March and even April. 

Not all the blame for the tardiness 
attaches to the banks themseives. 
The Bank of 
Israel is, once again, a major culprit. 

As in previous years. the central 
bank wants to introduce a number 
of changes - some of them quite 
important -- in the way the commer- 
cial banks present their accounts. 

And, as in the past, the formula- 

tion, discussion and ultimately. the 
haggling, with the banks over these 
proposed changes was left until very 
late, so that the accounts cannot be 
drawn up yet, even if the banks 
wanted to. The banks themselves 
have no reason to delay: Their re- 
‘sults are going to be good - that 
much is certain from the nine 
months for which they have released 
unaudited figures and from the fact 
that that trend continued through 
the end of the year. 


United Mizrahi Bank, although 
experiencing weaker profitability 
than its rivals, nevertheless claims 
that it could announce its results 
during February, if the Bank of Isra- 
el settle on the new mules, First In- 
ternational Bank, traditionally the 
first of the big five to publish, is 
talking about early March. Among 
the three biggest banks. Bank 
Leumi is most eager and ready -- 
apparently because the strong show- 
ing it had through September is set 
to continue. 

Bank Hapoalim and Israel Dis- 
count Bank, although their results 
are expected to be good. are likely 
to suffer delays from a different 
source: Their affiliate, the Clal Ltd. 
usually doesn't manage to get its 
consolidated results together from 
its diverse range of holdings until 
some time in April. The banks just 
have to sit and wait until they can 
put their share of Clal’s profits into 
their own figures. 

UMB Trust, Mizrahi’s New York 
subsidiary -- which is owned by Miz- 
rahi Overseas Bankholding Corp., 
in which Mizrahi in turn has a 54 per 
cent stake — has been beset by prob- 
lems this past year. Moshe Krausz, 
the man who built it up from its 
formation 10 years ago. left under a 
cloud. Too late. head office realized 
that the outfit was a one-man band 
and that no successor had been 
groomed. The result has been a ru-- 
moured sharp fall in profits-a sad 
decline for what had been the most 
profitable Israeli bank in New York. 

In addition, some of the partners 
in Overseas Bankholding have be- 
come restive, following the deposi- 
tion of Aharon Meir. Mizrahi’s for- 
mer managing director, whose 
brainchild and pet project the hold- 
ing company was. Mizrahi itself has 
admitted that it is considering selling 
UMB., perhaps to some of its junior 
partners. That would enable it to 
funnel back through Overseas 


Bankholding to Israeli headquarters 
some badly needed liquid capital. 

More details on the contemplated 
sale are expected within a few weeks 
-possibly together with the consoli- 
dated results. In any event, the pub- 
lication of UMB's own results will 
give a clearer indication of the sub- 
sidiary’s current state and future 

rospects. 

2 Leumi New York is another 
troublesome overseas subsidiary. A 
major management and organiza- 
tional reshaping has been underway 
at Leumi New York for over a year 
and, while bank sources say profits 
won't pick up strongly until 1988, 
some impact should show through in 
the 1987 results. It is also expected 
that Leumi New York will continue 
to become more selective in the 
range of services and number of lo- 
cations in which it operates. 

Union Bank. Leumi’s largest do- 
mestic subsidiary, has been ex- 
tremely profitable — and that is what 
makes it unusually interestiag. 
Union is included in the group of 
banks covered by the October 1983 
“arrangement.” under which the 
government promised bank share 
holders it would redeem their shares 
in October 1988 at their pre-crash 
dollar value. However, unlike its 
bigger co-members of the “arrange- 
ment,” Union's profitability is high 
enough to justify shareholders’ pre- 
fering to keep their shares. rather 
than kave them redeemed as if they 
were bonds. 

Whether this actually happens lat- 
er this year will depend, among oth- 
er things, on what the government 
has announced regarding voting 
rights for bank shares. 

It has long since been suggested 
that Union Bank is small enough 
and profitable enough to serve as a 
model for the government to test 
how holders of bank shares respond 
to high profits and, possibly. to 
changes in voting rights.

‘Liar’ charge 
as Histadrut 
row heats up

decision made in 1984 to change the 
Histadrut’s constitution to allow for 
this autonomy. But Ephraim Jiloni, 
the trade union department's depu- 
ty-head last week called on the 
council to re-think this move, saying 
such autonomy would weaken the

of truth 


WASHINGTON seems to have been prompted at last to 
change its largely passive stance and to move into action in 
another attempt to find a solution for the long festering Israel- 
Palestinian conflict. That appears to be the ultimate conclu- 
sion of Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak’s high-level talks in 


the U.S. capital last week. 


Against the constant backdrop of the ongoing violence and 
rioting in the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and East Jerusalem, 
the Egyptian president’s task of persuading President Reagan 
and Secretary of State Shultz to embark on a more energetic 
peace initiative should have been less demanding than it 
initially appeared. Even if not all of Mr. Mubarak’s proposals 
were accepted by Washington, their main thrust, aiming to 
bring an end to the violence while meaningful peace negotia- 
tions would be allowed to start, had its desired impact. 

Mr. Shultz is now committed to enunciate a comprehensive 
Middle East peace initiative that will have to take the reserva- 
tions and sensitivities of all parties into account. A task not 
much easier than attempting to square the circle, the U.S. 
secretary of state seems now resolved nevertheless that the 
crux iggues must be tackled head on, notwithstanding the fact 
that this is an election year in the U.S. and in Israel. 

Curiously, Prime Minister Shamir’s persistent and forceful 
objection to an international Middle East peace conference 
and his reverting to the almost forgotten Palestinian autonomy 
scheme of blessed Camp David memory might help the U.S. 
Administration to unfreeze the long-standing deadlock. For 
the continuous violence in the Israel-held territories has given 
top priority to any move that would change the present, 
intolerable status quo and bring about a disengagement be- 
tween the Palestinian population and Israel's security forces. 
* An accelerated first-step move towards autonomy that 
would entail popular Palestinian elections in the West Bank 
and in the Gaza Strip, allowing at the same time some direct

hour. It would mean an immediate change of substance that 
would allow matters of procedure for a peace conference to 


take a back seat. 


The fact that such a move would be irreversible and would 
accord the Palestinians political gains, the like of which they 
never had, does not seem to bother Mr. Shamir and his 
colleagues, as long as it differs from Foreign Minister Peres’s 
international conference notion. This message does not seem 
to have been lost on President Mubarak. It is probably also the

IN LINE WITH the Roman shibbo- 
leth, Felix qui poruit rerum cognos- 
cere causas — happy is the man capa- 
ble of knowing the causes of things. 
we have to dredge the mud off our 
minds and water will flow fresher. 

So first let us attempt to establish 
the causes and motivation for, and 
identify the instigators of, the vio- 
lent riots that have been gripping 
the territories for the last seven 
weeks. 

The appalling conditions in the 
squalid refugee camps in general, 
and in the overcrowded Gaza Strip 
in particular, have turned during the 
last 20 years into a fertile ground for 
anti-Israel agitation, an explosive 
haps waiting for someone to spark 
it off. 

Egypt's failure to deal with the 
basic issues of the Gaza Strip in her 
19 years’ rule was regrettable; but it 
should not have justified our equa- 
nimity and passivity during the 20 
years of our administration. One 
can easily imagine the difference be- 
tween comparing life in the over- 
crowded refugee camps with the 
squalor in poverty-stricken Epyp- 
tian villages then, and the compari- 
son the new generation, born in the 
camps under our administration, 
make now between their poverty in 
dismal camps and the high standard 
of living the Israelis enjoy. 

They did not witness the tragic 
events of 1948, when Israel was at- 
tacked by five Arab armies, seeking 
the destruction of the state without 
hiding their objective to throw the 
Jewish inhabitants into the sea. 
Moreover, they have been subject- 
ed to indoctrination imbued with ha- 
tred of the Jews “who drove out 
their fathers and grandfathers, and 
dispossessed them of their homes 
and lands.” The delicate situation 
called for sensitivity and compas- 
sion, not to speak of magnanimity. 
We, however, manifested the supe- 
riority complex of a victorious 
overlord. 

Whatever the initial causes of the 
violent disturbances -- the car acci- 
dent which caused the death of three 
Arabs in Gaza, the euphoria and 
courage stimulated by the successful 
terrorist glider raid on the Nahal 
camp in the north, or perhaps Shar- 
on’s moving into the Arab sector of 
the Old City of Jerusalem, or ἃ com- 
bination of all three -- the fire is 
unlikely to be extinguished by a 
feckless, shilly-shallying govern- 
ment. The story of the Middle East 
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proved to be right too late. Equally 
there have been legions of people 
who were right too early. But rare 
have been those who were right at 
the right moment. 

Intoxicated by the victory of 1967, 
our successive nts have 
not embarked upon a positive policy 
of fostering an authentic leadership 
in the territories. Nor have they 
tried wholeheartedly to harness the 
international community (the EC, 
the U.S., and through the latter, the 
Arab oil-producing countries) to as- 
sist in providing the basic human 
needs in the refugee camps, such as 
shelter, water and sewage, commu- 
nications and domestic industries, in 
order to alleviate their subhuman 
conditions. 

Eshkoi personified quietism, 
Golda pride and lack of flexibility. 
Dayan, who served under both, de- 
scribed the Gaza Strip as an uncon- 
troilable beehive, and lived with the 
illusory expectation of King Hus- 
sein's telephone call. 

The Old Man, Ben-Gurion, who 
still retained great influence, pro- 
vided Gaza with the unconstructive 
comment: “If I believed in miracles 
I would pray that the Gaza Strip be 
drowned in the sea.” Whereas his 
advice to give op the West Bank, 
provided Jerusalem remain in Israe- 
li hands, was left unheeded both in 
Israel and in the Arab world. 

Later, Begin, having 
“the legitimate rights of the Pales- 
tine Arabs” as stipulated in the 
Camp David accords, intentionally 
or unintentionally appointed Dr. 
Burg chairman of the Israeli team 
for negotiations on autonomy. 
Burg, with his obduracy and pro- 
crastination, buried the plan in a 
stalemate, and turned it into a 
source of despair among the 
inhabitants. 


THEREFORE, ISRAEL is to 
blame for allowing conditions in the 
dismal camps to degenerate to an: 
intolerable level. Now, the inhabit- 
ants of the camps have become 
more vocal and aggressive. The 
PLO seems to have' had no hand in 
sparking the revolt; it simply took 
over the agitation. 

As for the main agitator, and per- 
haps the sparking hand, reason tells 
us that it was rather the Khomeini

gripped the region since 1948. 

We must draw from the past the 
reasons for our fears and hopes in 
the future. We have to be vigorous, 
strong and resolute in quelling the 
riots and abstain at this stage from 
any comments or statements liable 
ta be interpreted as weakness. 

After all, we paid a high price to 
make Israel strategically viable, and 
a unilateral surrender of the territo- 
ries would expose us to an indescrib- 
able risk, would menace our very 
existence. 

Nor can one agree with the fre- 
quent statements by the prime min- 
ister, which are interpreted in diplo- 
matic circles and in the Western 
press as a long string of noes. Mr. 
‘Shamir seems to be trapped in his 
own refusals, The requirement for 
statesmen is to devise positive ways 
for Israel to unload the burden with- 
ost creating a new and greater risk 
for itself. 


EVERY PRIME minister — includ- 
ing an alternating prime minister — 
has an understandable desire for his 
place in history as a r. 
But he must always remember that, 
however be may be hailed in today's 


peace conference with a view to es-

tactical weapon to gain a foothold. 


But it has not given up the strategic 
objective of destroying Israel, and 
replacing it by a so-called “Palestin- 
ian democractic state.”

Square a large demonstration was 
dispersed with tear gas and blows by 
soldiers. 

Near the settlement of Netzarim, 
an Arab policeman was injured by 

. stones thrown by focal youths. 

Violent demonstrations also 
broke out in the Shatti and Dir el- 
Balah refugee camps, where a cur- 
few was ordered late yesterday. 

Local curfews, restricted to a sin- 
gle street in some cases, were de- 
clared in several Gaza neighbour- 
hoods. Troops used a variety of 
means to convince shopkeepers to 
open their stores, and in an incident 
on al-Wahda St. an army jeep was 
driven into two locked shop door- 
ways, destroying the doors. 

In other West Bank incidents, 
troops used tear gas and rubber bul- 
lets to disperse students at Hebron’s 
Islamic University who raised Pales- 
tinian flags, hurled stones at troops 
and bumed tires. After they scat- 
tered into the city, they continued 
rioting in several locations and built 
rock barricades, before being dis- 
persed by troops using tear gas’ and 
rubber bullets. A petrol bomb was 
thrown at a local store, in what po- 


lice believe was a criminally moti- 
vated attack. 

Disturbances were also reported 
in the neighbouring villages of Bani 
Naim and Sair, where security 
forces arrested more than 20 resi- 
dents for participation in recent ri- 
ots. A two-day curfew on Sair was 
lifted Friday, after an earlier nine- 
day period during which residents 
were prevented from leaving the vil-

Pollard’s first “thandier,” Israeli 
Air Force Colonel Aviem Sella, has 
been formally indicted by a U.S. 
federal grand jury on charges of es- 
Pionage. Like the other Israelis, 
Sella is in Israel. - 

The Americans have wanted to 
lift the immunity they earlier grant- 
ed to Eitan, Yagur and Erb because 
of allegations that they lied during 
their initial cooperation with the 
U.S. investigation of Pollard, 2 for- 
mer civilian intelligence analyst in 
the U.S. Navy. Pollard was sen- 
tenced last March to life in prison. 
His wife, Anne Henderson-Pollard, 
was sentenced to five years on lesser 
charges involving the unauthorized 
possession of classified documents. 

The Americans have accused the 
three Israelis of trying to cover up 


Sella’s role in the operation. Wash- 
ington has threatened to file crimi- 
nal charges against them — as has 
already been done with 5618. τ 

But, according to U.S. and Israeli 
Officials, the two governments are 
now discussing a possible deal which 
would include far greater future Is- 
raeli willingness to cooperate with 
U.S. extradition requests, including 
any made for Jews with dual U.S.-

The officials aiso point out that 
the current negotiations have not 
directly touched on the fate of Pol— 
lard and his wife. Any Israeli effort 
to win an agreement from the U.S. 
to get the Pollards deported to Isra- 
el, for example, is still seen as “way 
down the road,” in the words of one 
knowledgeable Israeli source here.
